2. Investigations
A. Barry Nickelsberg— Update

Nickelsberg had asked if Mr. Azzarawould be interested in representing him. Mr. Azzara
wanted to go on record that he has never represented Mr. Nickelsberg; that Mr
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Nickelsberg did not relay any information to him about the pending investigation by
Maine EMS; and that he has no intention of representing Mr. Nickelsberg.

L. Yustak Smith recommended that Mr. Azzara abstain from all voting regarding this
matter.

She then updated the Committee asto her discussions with Mr. Nickelsberg's attorney.
Motion: To authorizeMaineEMS' Attorney General Representative to negotiate a
consent agreement with Licensee Barry Nickelsberg that includes the Committee's

findings of fact and stipulates a voluntary surrender of Mr. Nickelsberg'slicense
(Pillsbury; Doughty — motion carries).

Motion: That the Committee directs staff to request that the Attorney General, in
addition to negotiating a consent agreement with Licensee Barry Nickelsberg, to
simultaneously file a complaint in the Administrative Court for the revocation or
suspension of Mr. Nickelsberg's Maine EM S license (Pillsbury; Doughty).

Staff reported that the Board had ratified the Committee’ s decision to file acomplaint in
the administrative court for the revocation or suspension of Mr. Sawicki’s EMS license
and Instructor Coordinator certification.

Motion: To enter into a consent agreement with applicant Paul Dalgleish in accordance
with the recommendations of the Office of the Attorney General and that also providesfor the
issuance of a conditional license, said condition being that if charges are brought against Mr.
Dalgleish in any state or Federal court within the 3 year period of the agreement he shall
immediately surrender his Maine EM S license (Doughty; Leach —motion carries)

a. Staff updated the Committee on current cases.
b. S. Leachinformed the Committee of aletter that he had received from Ron Jones
regarding concerns about the investigations process. Leach stated that he replied to
Mr. Jones and has forwarded Mr. Jones' |etter to the Investigations Task Force.
